Laster was one of seven con­ 
victs tried and convicted separate­ 
ly for killing Walter Lee Donnell, 
an alleged "squealcsr," during a 
bloody prison riot h ere Sept. 22, 
1954. 
Laster wae tried first, in Jan­ 
uary, 1955, and was th e only one 
to receive th e death penalty. Th e 
oth ers were sentenced to life in 
prison. 
Rose said Laster was tried h ere 
a “stone’s th row of th e p^itentia- 
ry“ aiKl with in four nwnith s alter 
th e riot. 
Th e oth en were able to get 
ch anges <rf venue said trial delays, 
th us facing juries not so aroused 
by fear of a possible |M*ison Ixeak- 
out. Rose said. 
Th e attorney for th e atate, as- 
ait£ tfit Attorney General Don Ken­ 
nedy, said Laster was questkmed 
by state patrolmen aiid St. Louia 
police—called in to h elp quell th e 
riot. But th e four interrogatiocis 
were not long and Laster h imself 
was apparently 
“ a man of some 
f i r m n e s s and tocu^in^,’’ not 
•asibr subdued by questioning. 
Th e evidence at th e trial in­ 
dicated Laster was not beatm.

NEW YORK UPI - Tony Tudo- 
rach e, sough t for questioning in a 
fatal sh ooting at a ch urch Satur­ 
day nigh t, surrendered to th e dis­ 
trict attorney today. 
Tudorach e, 60-year-old h andy­ 
man, vanish ed after th e wild snip­ 
ing assault at St. Dumitru’s Ro­ 
manian Orth odox Ch urch . 
Police found a rifle and ammu­ 
nition in th e man’s room across 
th e street. Th e window command­ 
ed a perfect view of th e ch urch 
vestibule. 
Th e ch urch warden, Vasili Cu- 
cuia, 66, was killed and five per­ 
sona wera wounded as bullets 
peppered worsh ipers outside th e 
ch urch for midnigh t services. 
Asst. Dist. Atty. David Worgan 
said Tudorach e. alias Tony Sava, 
alias Costach i MUialach i, h ad sur­ 
rendered. 
“I understand I’m wanted for 
questioning,’’ th e man reportedly 
said as h e walked into th e office 
of Dist. Atty. Frank S. Hogan. 
Detectives h urried to Hogan’s 
office with th e rifle and ammuni­ 
tion found in th e man’s room on 
West 8 9th Street. 
Police earlier h ad described Tu­ 
dorach e M a disgruntled man 
known in th e neigh borh ood aa be­ 
ing “against everyth ing. 
No motive h as yet been estab­ 
lish ed for th e fataJ sh ooting. 
The five persons wounded stif 
fered only minor h urts. 
Wh eth er CucAa was th e intended 
target was not known, 
F o r m e r Romanian Princess 
neana, one of th e won^upers, said 
th e sniper “tried to kill eith er me 
or th e priest or both <rf us.” 
Sh e said th e sniper may h ave 
been “a tool of th e Communists.’’ 
Th ey h ate th e ch urch and th e 
royal family tremendously, “ sh e 
added. 
Th e ex-princees ia a sister of 
th e late King Carol of Romania. 
Th e ch urch ’s priest, th e Very 
Rev. Florian Caldau, was twice 
jailed by th e Communists in Buch 
arest before coming h ere as a 
refugee. He said Tudorach e was 
a “trained agent” of th e Commu­ 
nists 
Mid was sent to make 
trouble. 
Tudorach e “h as th reatened me 
and very many oth ers of th e con­ 
gregation,’’ Fath er Caldau added. 
Police denied any Oocnmunist 
angle to th e sh ooting. 
Police described Tudorach e as 
a “disgruntled dissenter” and a 
h eavy drinker wh o h ad lived in 
th e ne^igh boih ood of th e ch urch for 
20 years.

Utterly amazing is the manner in 
wh ich the population continues to in­ 
crease in the face of modern day haz- 
trdf created by man’s inventive genius. 
Disease, of course, takes a big toll of 
lives competing with airplanes, trains, 
ships, automobiles and the do-it-your­ 
self fad. 
Almost, these have become accepted 
as normal means by which man lessens 
his number here on earth; accidental, 
not deliberate. 
Just why the picture should be fur­ 
ther clouded by individuals who for 
profit trade in commodities that bring 
discomfort, ill health and death to their 
fellow man, is truly a mystery. 
A sordid story came out of Chicago 
recently. Federal and state inspectors 
visited a poultry farm and destroyed 
115,000 putrid eggs being prepared for 
fale to Chicago bakeries. 
Some of the eggs were reported pur­ 
chased as rejects from Kansas, Missouri, 
Iowa, Illinois and Michigan hatcheries. 
There was even a suspicion the rejects 
contained chicken and turkey embryos. 
According to the investigators the re­ 
jects were handled in this manner: 
employees 
broke 
the 
spoiled 
eggs, 
drained off the liquid and canned it for 
bakery trade. 
Agents stated the mat- 


rial contained a high bacteria count an d 
was unfit for human consumption. 
Now w’e heard that chickens coming 
into contact with poisons such as insec­ 
ticide or eating contaminated feed will 
concentrate the poison in the eggs. The 
National Health Federation reports but­ 
ter frequently contains DDT because 
the cows have eaten feed contaminated 
by sprays. 
Then, Dr, William A. Albrecht, noted 
soil scientist at the University of Mis­ 
souri, is quoted as saying: “ depleted 
soils produce deficient foods and defi­ 
cient foods bring us ill health.” 
The point seems to be that there is too 
much stress on luxuriant growth an d 
abundant yields by fertilization an d less 
attention to the nutritional quality of 
the yields. 
The Food and Drug Administration 
has a tremendous job in its lap trying 
to keep up with those who deliberately 
cheat or poison the people, and those 
who do it accidentally because of ignor­ 
ance of proper agricultural methods. 
We're not going to get panicky about 
food poisoning killing off the popula­ 
tion until the census bureau starts re­ 
porting the I . S. on the minus instead 
of the plus side of the ledger as it is 
today.

WASHINGTON — The first real casualty of 
McCarthyism comes up today before the people 
of Maryland. He is Millard Tydings, the Demo­ 
cratic senator who headed the committee to 
investigate McCarthy’s original charges of 205 
card-carrying Communists in the State Depart­ 
ment and who, when he refused to knuckle un­ 
der to McCarthy,, found himself defeated for 
re-election. 
McCarthy called upon his Chicago Tribune 
friends for campaign funds, collected $10,000 
from Texas oil tycoon ain t Murchison and wife, 
circulated a fake photo of Tydings shaking hands 
with Earl Browder and managed to knock Tyd­ 
ings out of the Senate. 
No less than FDR had tried to defeat him in 
1938, but the vogue of McCarthyism was such 
that the senator from Wisconsin succeeded 
where the President of the United States had 
failed. 
So the people around the nati<m today will ba 
watching Maryland to see whether Tydings w ill 
be voted vindication. 
Whether he is or not, the events of the last 
two years have certainly given vindication. 
Ren Can of *^ Commniilsts’* 
Owen Lattimore, the Johns Hopkins professor 
whom McCarthy smeared and Tydings defended, 
has now been cleared by the courts. 
Val Lorwin. the State Department official 
whom McCarthy named as a Communist and 
who was indicted for perjury when he denied it, 
has now been cleared. 'The Justice Department 
appeared in court to state It had no case. 
Edward Lamb, the Toledo Radio-TV owner, 
smeared by the FCC as a Communist, has now 
shown that the witnesses accusing him were 
phonies. One has been convicted of perjury. 
Jacob Burck, the Chicago Sun-Times cartoonist 
accused by the late Paul Crouch of being a 
Communist, has been exonerated. Crouch, the 
professional witness for the Justice Department 
who also tried to smear Aubrey Williams, former 
Youth Administrator, and Clifford Durr, broth­ 
er-in-law of Justice Hugo Black, was so dis­ 
credited that the Justice Department dropped 
him. 
Abraham Chasanow, who was dropped by the 
Navy department as a security risk, was rehired 
by the Navy with an apology. 
Mrs. Annie Lee Moss, who was hauled up 
before McCarthy’s committee and charged with 
being a Communist, has been rehired by the 
Army. 
Dr. Ralph Bunche, the Negro diplomat who 
was investigated by the Justice Department for 
seven months, was cleared. 
Not all these cases were attributable directly to 
McCarthy. But it was his tactics which created 
such a terrorist atmosphere that in some cases 
Attorney General Brownell almost outdid him. 
and which caused Dr. Vannevar Bush, president 
of the Carnegie Institution, to warn: 
“ The Eisenhower security system has dropped 
the morale of .scientists so low that our world 
leadership in atomic research is in danger.’’ 
That statement, made two years ago, was all 
too prophetic of the current fact that Russia 
appears to be ahead of US in hydrogen research 
and may be ahead of us in guided missiles. 
How much harm was done to the nation dur­ 
ing the period of McCarthyism may not be 
known for some time. 
Meanwhile it wdll be 
interesting to see how the people of Maryland

A correspondent who says she 
is 89 years old asks a question 
which I cannot answer but which 
nevertheless raises an interesting 
subject. She .says .she has no gray 
hairs, Was born a blond but now 
her hair is light brown and she 
wants to know why. Indeed. I 
wish I could answer. 
The hair color is determined 
before birth by certain factors in­ 
herited from Che parents, called 
genes. 
To have true blond hair a per­ 
son must have inherited two gene# 
—one from either parent. 
Dark hair can come from two 
dark haired genes or from on« 
dark gene and one gene carrying 
any other shade. 
Red hair is present in the per- 
.son who has either one or two 
red genes from the parents. 
Black hair contains heavy de­ 
posits of pigment granules made 
of a coloring matter, called mel­ 
anin. In blond hair, the yellow 
effect IS caused by the presence 
of dilute coloring matter. Red hair 
is caused by a dissolved red pig­ 
ment differing from that which 
makes black hair black. In white 
hair pigment in the hair cells is 
absent. 
White hair may be preseirt at 
birth or can devel<^ during lifo 
by gradual loss of pigment. In 
the albino, the eyes also are lack­ 
ing in coloring matter.

The hopes and determination of 
Americans are feithful expressions 
of confidence in what “ we” can do. 
Few criticize the “ other fellow.” 
Rather they propose to oaccept the 
responsibility 
for 
making 
their 
communities more aware of higher 
spiritual values and the resultant 
uplift of moral living. 
Fan mall should not be used as 
a measure of personal popularity, 
but rather 
as 
pulse-reading of 
America’s heartbeat. 
From this vantage point, it looks 
as 
though 
America 
is 
pretty 
healthy. Let us pray for continued 
spiritual health and for the healing 
of those moral ailments which do 
exist.

John B. Hoin.ster, director of the 
International Cooperation .Admin­ 
istration, said du ring a television 
interview yesterday that economic 
aid to foreign cou ntries will have 
to continu e as long as thtne is 
“military danger.’’ 
He said a “big shift” is on to 
channel large portions of foreign 
aid away from Eu rope to the Far 
Ea.st bu t added that it “wou ld be 
a great mistake” to throw too 
mu ch in the direction of Asia.

war,” Hollister said. “They don’t 
realize that to spend a great deal 
of money profitably as was done 
with the Marshall Plan you need 
ftn economic base.”

Yo u hav e a v ariety o f markets 
av ailable fo r y o ur eg g s. The ques­ 
tio n that naturally arises is “What 
market will g iv e me the g reatest 
returns?" This is a difficult ques­ 
tio n to answer fo r ev ery o ne be­ 
cause o f the many facto rs in­ 
v o lv ed. Such thing s as strain o f 
birds required, premiums paid, 
co nv enience o f markets, leng th o f 
aeaso n—all hav e an imiwrtanl in­ 
fluence o n y o ur cho ice o f marktes. 
To help answer this questio n 
the ex tensio n serv ice made a sur- 
ve y o if po ultry reco rd keepers 
fro m 1950 to 1954. Their ex peri­ 
ences with v ario us markets and 
co mbinatio n o f markets will g iv e 
y o u so me idea o f what to ex pect. 
The surv ey sho w?ed that 30 per 
cent o f the flo cko wners were sell­ 
ing hatching eg g s o n a y early 
basis. These fo lks had a bro iler 
strain o f birds that laid an av er­ 
ag e o f 179 eg g s per hen. They 
receiv ed 52 cents per do zen o n 
all eg g s so ld and had an av erag e 
labo r inco me per hen o f $2.08. 
Lo west labo r inco me was receiv ed 
by flo cko wners 
selling hatching 
eg g s fo r 7-10 mo nths during the 
y ear. 
M<^t o f these pro ducers 
were o n a y early hatching pro ­ 
g ram but were unable to sell their 
eg g s fo r so me reaso n during the 
entire y ear. They receiv ed o nly 
$1.41 labo r inco me per hen. 
Abo ut 44 per cent o f the reco rd 
keepers were selling market eg g s 
ex clusiv ely . Of these, abo ut half 
o f them were selling unclassified 
eg g s while the o ther half were sell­ 
ing eg g s o n a g raded basis. Mo st 
o f the unclassified eg g s were be­ 
ing so ld fro m small flo cks av er­ 
ag ing 235 hens. Graded eg g ship­ 
pers, ho wev er, had a flo ck size 
o f 409 hens. Flo cko wners selling 
g raded eg g s o n a y ear aro und 
basis receiv ed the hig hest labo r 
inco me per hen. They receiv ed 
$2.39 as co mpared to a labo r in­ 
co me o f $1.62 per hen fo r tho se 
aeUing unclassified eg g s. 
Lo west selling price per do zen 
was 38 cents receiv ed by tho se 
lelling unclassified eg g s. 
Tho se 
selling g raded eg g s receiv ed an 
av erage o f 45 cents per do zen, 
aev en cents premium o v er un- 
dassified 
prices. 
The 
y early 
hatchery market returned a 14 
cent premium per do zen o v er un­ 
classified eg g s. 
What do all o f these figures 
mean in terms o f which is the 
best market fo r y o u? First, we 
can co nclude that the marketing 
o f eggs o n a graded basis is 
so und. If y o u giv e y o ur eggs rea­ 
so nable care in o rder to market 
to p quality eggs, y o u can make a 
ipio d pro fit. 
The hatching egg market o n a 
y early basis is also a go o d mar­ 
ket. 
Yo u sho uld make certain, 
ho wev er, that y o u receiv e a large 
eno u^ premium to co v er ad(h- 
tio nal co st in pro ducing hatching 
eggs. Length o f hatching seaso n 
appears to be a majo r facto r in 
hatching eggs. A co mbinatio n o f 
hatching and graded egg market 


may o ffer so me po ssibilities fo r 
tho se that are unable to sell g rad­ 
ed eg g s the y ear aro und.

Misso uri State Ag ricultural Stabili­ 
zatio n and Co nserv atio n Co mmit­ 
tee. The suppo rt at harv est will be 
no t less than 82.5 per cent o f parity 
as o f July 1. 1956. 
The minimum suppo rt fo r the 
1956 wheat cro p, anno unced prio r to 
the 1956 cro p wheat referendum, 
June 25, was $1.81 per bushel based 
o n 76 per cent o f parity in June 
1955. 
The minimum rates currently an­ 
no unced, Chairman Co lbert ex ­ 
plains, will apply to the 36 states 
in the co mmercial wheat area.

lieptospîrosîs 
Effects May 
Go Unnoticed 


Leptospirosis takes 
a big toll 
from many cattle and swine herds. 
However, it does a lot of its work 
unnoticed by farmers. L. D. Kint- 
ner, staff member of the Univer- 
eity of Missouri School of Veteri 
nary Medicine, say s leptospirosis 
it Uie fourth most important dis­ 
ease of cattle and is even more 
prevalent in swine. It also affects 
man, horses, sheep and goats. 
In cattle, leptospirasis causes 
abortion in about 10 to 15 per 
cent of the animals exposed dur­ 
ing pregnancy . The abortions oc­ 
cur during the latter half of preg­ 
nancy . There is also a drop in 
milk production at the time of 
infection. Older cattle tend to re­ 
cover without treatment. 
The disease tends to be more 
•ev ere in y oung cattle, causing 
stunted growth and some death 
loss. 
In swine, sows that get the dis­ 
ease early in pregnancy often 
have weak pigs that may die sev­ 
eral day s after farrowing. Sows 
exposed late in pregnancy usually 
abort one to two weeks prior to 
full term. Cows and sows that 
have aborted because of the di.s- 
ease will have normal offspring 
at the next gestation. 
Leptospirosis is common in feed­ 
er pigs but in mo.st cases, they 
show no sy mptoms and make nor­ 
mal gains. 
Both cattle and hogs infected 
with the disea.se shed the organ­ 
isms in excretions. Exposure oc­ 
curs when excretion from a car­ 
rier animal comes in contact with 
breaks in the skin or mucas mem­ 
brane of a healthy animal. The 
veterinarian say s unfenced ponds 
and stagnant water are ideal for 
spread of the disease organisms. 
Vaccination can be used to con­ 
trol outbreaks in cattle and swine. 
Great care should be taken not to 
bring a carrier onto the farm a.s 
a replacement. Kintner say s re­ 
placements should 
be given a 
blood test and kept isolated from 
the rest of the herd for several 
weeks. Kintner suggests y ou dis­ 
cuss this 
leptospirosis 
problem 
wiht y our local veterinarian.

Do We Track tai Hog DiseasesT 
The big increase In hog diseases 
is making it increasingly important 
to avoid carry ing diseases from 
farm to farm. A grmip of hog pro­ 
ducers accompanied me to the Kan­ 
sas City y ards for a tour last y ear. 
A few day s after their return one 
of them experierKied a severe out­ 
break of ersipy lis among his baby 
pigs. Of course there is no way to 
know that the disease came that 
way . However, if the man had dis­ 
infected his shoes on his return he 
would have known that he was not 
directly responsible. 
One of our good bog producers, 
Frank Sellers, is keeping a pan of 
disinfectant in his bam lot. He 
use.s the pan before he goes to the 
pasture where the y oung pigs are 
kept. We visited the farm twice 
with tours last y ear. The first trip 
visitors were kept out of the hog 
pasture but the second time we 
set up a station at the outer gate. 
Folks were given a brush and pan 
of water to scrub the dirt from 
their shoes or boots and then were 
asked to st^ in a pan of disin­ 
fectant before they entered the 
farm. 
Sanitation to Be Practiced May II 
Plans are to use Frank Sellers 
two disinfecting pans on the hog 
tour May 15th. *nwy will be set 
up at the front gate of each farm. 
All folks visiting the farm must 
thoroughly scrub their shoes or 
overshoes and then dLsinfect them 
before entering the farm. 
It is hoped that all folks attend­ 
ing will either wear old shoes or 
rubbers or overshoes so they can 
be cleaned and disinfected without 
damaging some good shoes. 
Tour Starts at 1:15 
This bog tour will start at Seve- 
ens McClures at 1:15. Steve lives 
on 16th Street about four miles west 
of the Fairgrounds and one fourth 
south. He has Chester White hogs 
and they are being grazed on al- 
faUa pasture. A second field was 
seeded to alfalfa last fall and the 
third pasture will be seeded this 
fall. 
All pigs to be seen were ear 
marked soon after birth and were 
weighed at about eight weeks of 


age under the supervision of the ex 
tension agents. A corrective t ^ e 
was used to adjust all weights to 
56 day s. The different folks are co­ 
operating with the agents in keep­ 
ing these records. Part or all of 
eight groups have already been 
weighed and records <m aeven of 
them will be available the 15th. 
Only dv'ee of the herds will be 
visited that day but more wUl be 
seen as they near market age pos­ 
sibly in July or early August.

Meth ods of Control— 
Ro ses in Misso uri Sub ject 
To Da ma g e Fro m Disea ses

Garden roses in Missouri are 
subject to several diseases and to 
attack by a number of species 
of insacts and mites wh ich dam­ 
age th e foliage or flowers and 
weaken tiie plants. Since one or 
more pests are present in a nearly 
continuous succession th rough th e 
growing season it is desirable th at 
a regular spray ing program be 
followed th rough out th e growing 
period. 
Th e principal diseases of roses 


are \A» ck spot and powdery mil- 
dew. 
Th e black apot disease 
causes dark brown to black sp o ts 
on th e leaves. Individual apots 
range up to h alf an teich across 
and wh ere two or more spots 
merge into one tiie combined spot 
may involve an entire leaflet. Yel­ 
low areas develop around o r near 
th e black spota and later th e 
wh ole leaf may y ellow and drop. 
Infections are uaually h eaviest in 
May and June but with wet 
weath er th e disease can continue 
th rough th e summer and into th e 
faU.

Aph id infestations usualh r are 
Msociated with damp, cool weath ­ 
er primarily in th e spring and 
late summer, Init may be present 
th rough out th e season. Usually 
th ere are numerous anti attend­ 
ing th e aph ids w*hkrh normally 
attack th e tender growing steins, 
leaves and buds. 
Rose slugs are slow-moving, 
usually dark, worm-like creatures 
covered with a gelatinous stkky 
substance. Th ey feed on th e ten­ 
der tissue between th e veins. Th e 
leaves th en turn brown and pre­ 
sent a lacy ai^)earance. 
Slugs 
usually are present in June but 
may am>ear in MfQi and continue 
into July . 
Spider mites are so small as to 
be difficult to see with th e un­ 
aided ey e. Th ey spin a silken 
th read wh erever th ey go and with 
a h eavy infestation th e leaves may 
be covered with webs. Mites usu­ 
ally are pests only during th e h ot, 
dry part of th e season (July and 
August). Th ey suck sap from th e 
leaves causing th e leaves to h im 
brown and die, 
Th rips are also very small. Th ey
